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^ W 1. (Once Amended) A cup comprising a sealingly engageable lid having a 
drinking spout located thereon, a tubular passage having a first end and a second end, said 
passage formed between an inner surface of the lid and/or an inside of said spout, and a 
detachable member located on the lid, said first end of said passage being in communication 
with an inside of the cup and said second end being in communication with an outside of the 
spout, and said passage being of such a diam^er that air cannot readily bubble past liquid 
inside said passage.
